Wasuincton, March 20.—Secretary Folger 
has gone to Fortress Monroe. He is in very 
bad health. He left the city very quietly 
Saturday afternoon, and the fact of his depar 
ture was not known at the treasury depart- 
ment till this morning. Assistant Secretary 
New saw Folger about 5 o’clock Saturday. 
He was then making preparations to leave 
the city, butdid not say where he was going, 
or when he expected to return. 

The controversy over- the Arlington 
estate was settled very quietly in the closing 
hours of the last session of congress. A para 
eraph was inserted in the deficiency appro- 
priation bill, appropriating $150,000 to enable 
the secretary of war to remove all claims and 
pretensions in respect of the property in the 
state of Virginia known as Arlington, on 
which a cemetery for the burial of deceased 
soldiers of the United States has been estab 
lished, and which property was taken by the 
United States for public use in the year 1864. 
The title to the property was a question at 
issue in a case argued before the supreme 
court some months azo, entitled the United 
States plaintiff in error, vs. George Washing- 
ton Custis Lee, defendant. The decision ol 
the court was in favor of Lee. The property 
consists of 1,100 acres, and includes the na- 
tional cemetery at Fort Meyers. It was own- 
ed before the war by Mrs. Mary A. R. Lee, 
the wife of General Rebert 'E. Lee. It was 
willed to Mrs. Lee from her father, George 
Washing Parke Custis, the adopted son of 
George Washington. The mansion, which 
still stands, was built in 1804. In accordance 
with the terms of the Custis will, the prop- 
erty, on the death of Mrs. Robert E. Lee, 
passed toGeorge Washington Custis Lee, who 
will, it is understood, accept the offer ol 
$150,000 ade by congress for the estate. He 
is now president of the Washington and Lee 
university. :

CASH FOR JAPAN. 


The Weather Bulletina to be Curtalied on Account of 
Short Apprepriati ona. 
Wasuinctron, March 20.—The secretary of 
State bas tranferredto the secretary of the 
treasury the Japanese fund bonds held by the 


known as the ‘Japanese indemnity fund.”’ 
These bonds will be redeemed and cancelled 
and the proceeds covered into the treasury. 
This will enable the department o carry into 
effect the provisions of the act of February 
22d, 1883, by honoring a warrant from the 
secretary of state for $785,000.87 for the pur- 
pose of delivering the same to the govern- 
ment of Japan.

NASHVILLE, March 20,—Governor Bate has 
signed the bill to pay the state debt at fifty 
cents on the dollar, and three per cent inter- 
est. It is thought that this will be a perma- 
ment settlement of the public debt. A_ bill 
was passed by the legislature tc-day abolish- 
ing public executions in Tennessee. 

ALBANY, March 20.—The bill compelling 
telegraph and telephone companies to place 
their wires under ground in New Ycrk and 
Brooklyn after March Ist, 1885, has passed the 
senate. 


A SEDUCER KILLED. 


A Fatal Game of Cat and Dog—Hit on the Head With 
a Cobblestone. 

New York, March 20.—George W. Conk- 
ling, United States surveyor on-the govern- 
ment surveys in Nevada, shot and killed Wil- 
liam H. Haverstock, for seduction of his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Uhler, in Paris Flat, on Twenty- 
third street, last night. 

PitrspurG, March 20.~Two unprovoked as- 
saults, both of which it is thought will prove 
fatal, occurred here this afternoon. In each 
instance the assaulter and victim were boys. 
The first case happened on the South Side at 
2 o'clock. Two boys, one named Wood, 
aged fourteen, were playing a game 
calied cat and dog, when a piece of 
wood known as the cat was knocked over the 
fence into a yard where John Backsmeyer. 
aged seventeen, was at work. This so enraged 
him that he procured a pistol and fired, the 
shot taking eflect in Wood’s temple. Backs- 
meyer was arrested and the injured boy re- 
moved to his home where he is now lying in 
a dying condition. 

At about the same hour several boys were 
playing ball in Allegheny City, among them 
Kugene, the ten-) ear old sonot Captain R. J. 
Girace, a prominent citizen. Two larger and 
older boys, who were unknown, came up and 
misisted upon joining the game. (race re- 
fused to play with them, when one picked up 
a large cobblestone and hit him on the head, 
fracturing his skull and then escaped. 

Sr. Louris, March 20.—A few days ago Je- 
rome Shoemaker, of Decatur, Texas, assisted, 
under protest, the sheriff of Montague county 
in arresting a hard character named James 
Savage. On Saturday last Sayage met Shoe 
maker at Burlington, and kilied him. Sol 
Ritchie, a friend of Shoemaker, attacked Sav- 
age with a knife, whereupon the latter put 
two balls through him, killing him almost in- 
Stantly. Savage was arrested, but was released 
on $2,000 bail. 


RIOTS AT LINGAN. 


A Large Xumber of Striking Miners Take Possession 
ofa Village. 


Hauirax, March 20.—A telegram from 
Lingan, Cape Breton, says seventy or eighty 
unionist miners came here yesterday, sur- 
rounded a village when the non-union miners 
were returning from work and atiackedéthem. 
The engineer and blacksmith were badly 
kicked. Several others, including 
the manager, were struck. Aiter 
nightfall the rioters increased in numbers, 
and visited the" workmen’s houses, breaking 
several doors and windows. This morning 
they again broke the dvors, dragged the men 
out of the houses and beat tbree of them se- 
verely. The women and children are in a 
state of terror. The rioters have charge of 
the place. Some ofthe workmen took ref- 
uge in the manager’s houses, one 
being badly hurt. As there is no force 
here to protect life, the manager has tele- 
graphed to Sydney, asking the authorities 
there to send constables immediately. Since 
January the Lingan coal mine, after a protract- 
ed strike, has been operated by non-union 
men, <A later telegram says two more men 
have been badly beaten by the.rioters since 
morning. They attempted to go to work, but 
were set upon and kicked about the bead and 
face in a most brutal manner. Doctors have 
been telegraphed for to attend the injured 
miners.

THE LADY WHO WAS ASSAULTED 
NEAR WINDSOR. 


Her Version of the Meeting With Two Strange Weo- 
men and the Encounter—The Brave St. Bernard 
Getting at the Bottom of the Difficul:y— 
Her Life and Career ‘as Narrated. 


Loxvon, March 20.—In an interview with 
Ladg Florence Dixie at her residence near 
Wif®isor, where she is staying with her hus- 
band, Sir Beaumont Dixie, and her brother, 
Lord James Douglas, her ladyship was dress- 
ed in a cardinal Jersey: her dress, animated 
appearance and manner showing no traces 
of the severe and terrible ordeal which she 
had gone through with not twenty-four hours 
before, she gavethe following account with 
the utmost frankness: 

“T returned from Ireland six weeks ago and 
came here for the purpose of retirement and 
quiet, as I havea great deal of work to do, 
On Saturday afternoon, ata quarter to five, 


I sauntered into the plantation which ad- 
joins ‘The Fisheries,’’ with my St. Bernard 
dog, and had reached the gate opening into 
Windsor road, when my attention was 
first attracted toa soldier and a woman 
passing by. While looking after them 
and mental y remarking the fine physigue of 
the man I was addressed by what appeared 
to be two tall woman, dressed in long cloaks 
of dark stuff and wearing veils, who asked 
me to tell them the time. I replied that I 
had no watch upon me, and turned back 
again into the plantation. I was about cross- 
ing the stile when I noticed that the women 
had followed me. Thisroused my suspicion, as 


the ground was private, so I faced 
round to meet them. I had 
scarcely done so when one seized me 


by the throat and struck me violently on the 
head and threw me onthe ground. I called 
loudly for help, when they pushed c'ay into 
my mouth, 1 then saw by their clean shaved 
chins that they were men in the disguise of 
women’s apparel. While prostrate I saw the 
other man raise a knife and aim a savage 
blow at my right breast. The knife struck 
the steel ribs of my corset and glanced off. 
Without uttering a word he again made a 


stab which I caught in my lef* 
hand. I remembér seeing bim 
raise his hand to strike another blow 
which I received in my right hand. I also 


remember hearing the noise ofa cart in the 
road and seeing my dog fly at the men. Then 
I swooned. I came to my senses halfan hour 
afterward and found myself lyingin the same 
spot where I fell. I got * and walked back 
to the house and told my husband and broth- 
er of the terrible outrage. They immediately 
departed for Windsor to lay the account be- 
fore the authorities. 
THE NUBLE DOG, 

To the noble animal of St. Bernard breed 
Lady Florence Dixie attributes her marvel- 
lous escape from the assassin’s*knife. It is 
presumed that the dog followed the would-be 
murderers for some distance, as it returned to 
the house after the arrival of Lady Florence 
Dixie. The queen has requested that a paint- 
ing of the dog be done tor her, Detectives 
have taken the corset worn by Lady Florence. 
who has suffered no injury beyond a slight 
scratch from one of the stabs, which after 
glancing en her corset just penetrated her 
chemise, and some cuts on the palms of both 
hands. 

As to the motive of the crime, she said 
‘the whole affair is most mysterious. I can 
ascribe a motive to no one, as my sympathies 
for the Irish people have been openly avow- 
ed and are well known.” It was assumed 
that the attack would be laid at the dour of 
the Irish,an assumption which she warmly 
repudiated, adding: ‘“‘In these days every 
crime must be of Irish origin.”” Thescene of 
the outrage extends about two hundred 
yards from the house, in the direction of 
Windsor, baving for its boundaries the river 
on one side and the Windsor road on the oth- 
erside Itis very thinly wooded, the river 
being plainly seen from the roadway. ‘'The 
l‘isheries’’ enjoys some renown from the fact 
of having been occupied successively by all 
the reigning Georges. Visitors in an uninter- 
rupted string called and left their cards all 
day, many coming from the castle. 


HER LIFE AND PARENTAGE. 


A Queer Family, Addicied to Cranky Develope- 


ments. 
T.onpon, March 20.—Lady Florence Dixie 
is one of the most talented and eccentric 


women of the age, and bas won notoriety and 
some fame as a traveler in wild and almost 
unknown countries, a graphic writer anda 
strong partisan. She comes of a race distin- 
guished for its peculiarities, and -is a sister of 
the present marquis of Queensberry, who 
electrified a London theatre and galvanized 
Tennyson’s last dramatic failure into tempo- 
rary vitality by getting up and denouncing 
the play from his place in the stalls of the 
(;lobe theatre, for which act he was put out 
of the house by the police. Her mother was 
a daughter of General Sir William Robert 
Clayton, who was popularly accused 
of showing the white feather at Waterloo. 
Her father, the seventh marquis, a famous 
amateur boxer, gave his name to a pugilistic 
code of which New Yorkers have heard a 
good deal lately. He was killed by the.acci- 
dental explosion of his own gun in 1858. His 
widow, aiftera brief coquetry with dissent, 
became a convert to Catholicism, and espoused 
with so much warmth tbe cause of the na- 
tional party in Ireland tha: she sent a liberal 
donation to the wife of the man who assassi- 
nated Talbot, the zealous detective, an act 
which moved her son to makea gift of four 
times the amount to Talbot's widow. Lady 
Fiorence Dixie, the youngest child of the 
family, was married in 1875 to Sir Alexander 
Beaumont Churchill-Dixie, baronet, the 
head of a family seated in Leicestershire 
since the time of Elizabeth, and distinguished 
by its loyalty to the royal cause during the 
civil war. She is a wonderful horsewoman, a 
good sailor, an enthusiastic traveler, and a 
trenchant writer. Two of her books, ‘‘ Across 
Patagonia,” and ‘“‘In the Land of Misfor- 
tune,’ havea more than epbemeral value. 
W hile in Zululand as a special correspondent 
of the London Morning Post, Lady Floreace 
made a great sensation by her vehement plea 
in behalf of Cetewayo.

EGAN’S DENIAL OF THE STORY. 


The Alleged Reasons which Prompted Lad 
Her Attack on the eevee + ee 


New York, March 20.—Patrick Egan, on 
his arrival in New York last week, was ques- 
tioned on the subject of Lady Dixie’s charges, 
and made a statement as follows: In April 
1881, Richard Pigott wrote me that he had 
been offered £500 by the castle officials to pub- 
lish a statement in his paper, the Irishman, 
alleging a misappropriation of land-league 
fands. He said he needed money, and threat; 


ened to accept the offer unless I sent 
him £300. Of course I refused, and 
defied him to do _ his worst. Sub- 
sequently a pamphlet, the manu- 


script of which was in Pigott’s handwriting, 
was set up in type for Lady Florence Dixie. 
She became frightened at the serious charges 
against the leaders of the land league, and 
gave orders that the few copies printed should 
be burned and the forms broken up. “I se- 
cured one of the copies, and all the charges 
made since by Lady Florence Dixie are those; 
then made in the pamphlet. Of course they 
are utterly ialse. My accounts have been 
thoroughly audited by John Dillon, the Rev. 
Father Sheehy, and Matthew Harris. No 
complaiuts have ever been made by the actual 
subscribers to the land league fund. The bal 

ance of the fund on hand at the time of the 
national conference in Dublin in October 
last was £31,900 The amount was increased by 
some small amounts received afterwards,and 
out of it there has been sentjto- the lord may- 
or of Dublin fur the mansion house commit 
tea fer the relief of the evicted tenants £4,000. 
There have been expended by a committee 
composed of Parnell, John Dillon and Ar- 
thur O'Connor £2,500 for the relief of evicted 
tenants.

ness of Atlanta. In the furnaces of This place 
charcoal is used as the fuel with which to re- 
duce the ores, There is seemingly very little 
in this statement tostartle any one of ordi- 
nary nerves, but wonder is excited when the 
fact is proclaimed that there is consumed at 


this place, six thousand bushels of 
charcoal every twenty-four honrs, and 
in twelve montbs the consumption 


reaches the enormous quantity of two million 
two hundred thousand bushels. I know that 
in Atlanta evervthing is measured by the car- 
load, so reduced to that standard of measure- 
ment this quantity of coal would represent 
two thousand five hundred carloads. 

WHERE THE COAL IS PRUCURED. 

W here and bow do they obtain so vast an 
amount of coal? To make this charcoal,sixty- 
six thousand cords of wood areconsumed. To 
chop this wood, three hundred and fifty stur 
dy, strong limbed axmen are kept busy five 
months of the year, andto reduce the wood 


to -coal two hundred and fifty mea 
are employed the year round. To haul 
the product to the furnaces 40 men and as 


many teams are required. Annually tbere 
are 1,800 acres of land entirely denuded of 
their forest growth to supply the wood for 
charcoal. 

As there are eight charcoal furnaces on the 
ast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
south of Rome, there must be to supply these 
with coal six or seven thousand acres of land 
cleared every year. And to do the work nec- 
essary forthe manufacture of all this wood 
into charcvuai, several thousand persons are 
employed, who with their families must be 
fed and clothed. It is thought that three 
cords of ordinary pine will make 100 bushels 
of charcoal. The making of the great quan 
tity of coal used here is a heavy undertaking, 
requiring exact knowledge of the business, 
and the closest management. There is a say- 
ing among furnace men that “the money is 


made Or lost at the coal shed,” 
, ON THE COALING GROUNDS, 

I have been on one of the coaling grounds, 
and will tel: you of some things I learned, 
Everyone who once lived in the country has 
seen the smoke lazily ascending frum the 
sides and top of the blacksmith’s coal kiln. I 
remember how my. youthful wits were often 
puzzled to unravel the mystery of the smith’s 
coal kiln, and how at last 1 went to town, 
leaving the sweetness and liberty of country 
life behind me, and the mystery of the coal 
kiln still unsolved, The meq who yake 
charccal here are called _—Golilers, 
in their professional nomenclature there is 
no such word as kiln. . The kiln is to them a 
‘pit,’ and instead of having a kiln made 
two or three cords, their pits carry from forty 
to sixty cords each. A sixty cord pit,well man- 
aged, will turn out two thousand bushels of 
coal. In preparing a pit, the collier first 
‘levels off” a circular space of ground, about 
the size and looking very much like a small 
circus ring. ‘This he calls the hearth. On 
this hearth the wood, being cut in four feet 
lengths, is placed on end, and is piled three 
tiers high, being brought to a point at the 
top, making the form of a low cone, 
this is then covered with leaves, and then a 
coat of earth is thrown over all. The wood is 
now ready for charring, and the pit is com- 
plete. Firess applied to the pit through an 
aperture in the center, at the top of the cone; 
this is allowed to blaze and burn furiously for 
a While until well started, then the whole is 
covered over with dust and so remains, It is 
carefully attended by the collier, wha ells 


by the color of the escaping smoke, 
how far the charring has _ proceeded, 
and what treatment is necessary fur 


the successful completion of the process, The 
earth with which the pit is covered is called 
dust, and if new, not having been used, it is 
green dust, if old, ghaving been used on a 
former kiln, itis dry dust; no matter how 
wet it may be, it is still dry. 

When the pit is “cooled down,’ the dust 
is taken off, a little space only being uncey 
ered at a time, and che coal carefully drawn 


out. This part of the work requires great 
care. There is always more or less fire after 


the charring process is complete, so there 
must be kept a supply of water to extinguish 


any burning coals as they are drawn. 


The fire in a pit, it is a pit above 
ground, cannot be easily smoth- 
ered, hence it is important to 


have everything in readiness for ‘drawing’ 
as sodn as the pit is cooled down: otherwise 
there is a steady loss by the burning of the 
coal, 

AMONG THE WORKMEN, 

The men who do tbis work are a hardy, 
hardworking, hard drinking, bard looking 
with bands horny, faces begrimed and 
clothes black with the coal dust, and a very 
strong oder of creosote hanging about them, 
there is little to invite one toa close acquaint-

ance. Though forbidding in appearance to 
one unaccustomed to their very singular 
surroundings I found among them 


inte-ligent men, and one who by his frank- 
ness of manner and polite painstaking in ex- 
plainiag to me all the ways and manner of 
making charcoal, and making clear those 
mysteries that so perplexed me in the long 
ago, When | tried to understand the black 
smuith’s coal kiln, proved himself a kind 
hearted, unsuspecting fellow, and I doubt 
not he is in feeling, very much of a gentle 
man. Here we find six hundred workers 
and their families. hid away in the depths of 


the immense forests, peuple who seldom 
come out into the moving world, 
and whose existence is not 
even suspected by thos unfafniliar 


with the country or with the particular busi- 
ness in which they are engaged. 

With their families, they make a commu- 
nity uf fifteen hundred people to be clothed 
and fed. Theseven other charcoal furnaces 
on the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad run the number up into the thou 
sands,

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A QUESTION OF RESPONSIBILITY. 

In the Macon Telegraph of yesterday ap- 
pears the report of an interview with Major 
A. O. Bacon, from which we make the follow- 
img extract: 

“There is one other matter upon which I wish to 
say son-eNiing. Prejudice is 


sought to be excited 
against mAby the charge that my candidacy wasan- 
nounced to#foon after the dcath of the governor. 
The facts Ge these: I received from Governor Boyn- 
ton, on Sunday, two telegrams requesting me to go 
to Atlanta to confer as to the state's interest, one of 
them calling me there on Monday. I did not go 
until Monday night, so as to be there Tuesday 
morning. I wasvery much surprised that morning 
t~ find in THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION 4& 
dispatch dated from Macon to the effect that 1 bad 
publicly declared my candidacy. That dispatch 
wastent and published without my authoxity, 
knowledge orconsent. Ihave no doubt the au- 
thor of it did so in good faith upon the basis of 
street rumor; for whatever! may have said to my 
friends and in response to their inquiries, I cer- 
tainly designed no public announcement at that 
time, and-would have preferred thatit should not 
have been made for a week later. During that 
day (Tuesday) 1 was called upon atmy hotel in At- 
lanta, bya reporter of THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, 
with the statement that the proprietors and editors 


of the paper (naming them) bad sent him to 
mé wita the request that J] would 
state to him for publication what my in- 


tentions were with reference to being a candidate 
in the approaching contest. I did not at first com- 
ply, and it was notuntil bis third visit to me that I 
consented foranything to appear. I was then con- 
trolled by the «dvice of friends, who said that as 
the dixpatch from Macon had been published, and 
as other statements would certainly appear in 
other papers with or without authority, it would 
be beter if my intentions shouid be definitely 
ftated by myself. The interview was certainly not 
sought by me. At that time the executive commit 
tee had been called together, aud the papers were 
jaden with articles and dispatches about other par- 
ties who were then prospective candidates. 


This is interesting enough to call for some 
comment at our hands, The statement seems 
to be intended to create the impression that 
Tue Constitution, in the pursuit of news, set 
areporter upon Major Bacon and Compelled 
him to announce bimself for governor; so 
that if there was anything wrong or prema- 
ture in the announcement, the 
bility must rest upon THe ConsTiTUTION, 

Under the circumstances, it is a responsi- 
bility we do not propose to assume. It is 
tru+, we instructed one of our reporters to 
seek an interview with Major Bacon. At the 
same time, he had similar instructions to 

seek interyiews with other men whose posi 
tion gave them prominence in connection 
with the succession. But we could not arm 
our reporters with authority to compel these 
gentiemon t talk, much less to announce 
themselves as candidates. Each and all of 
them had the right to refuse to say ope word 
in regard to the matter; each and all of them 
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to refuse to make one, 
might dictate? Whatever they might choose 
to say, Was, under the circum- 
stances, of peculiar interest 
to the people of Georgia. It was in the nature 
of news in fact, and this news THe CoNnsTiITU- 
TION was interested in printing. 

We did not instruct our reporter to pursue 
Major Bacon into a corner and compel him 
to talk. Our instructions were based upon a 
fact not known to the reporter and not neces- 
sary for him to know, namely: that Major 
Bacon had written letters bearing the date of 
Sunday, a few hours after Mr. Stephens’s 
death was announced, stating that he would 
be a candidate. We had heard of these letters 
and had good reason to believe that some of 
them had been receivedin Atlanta, In addi- 
tion to this Tue Constitution had printed a 
dispatch from its Macon corres- 
pondent, a friend of Major Bacon 
and an advocate of his claims, to’ the effect 
that the latter had publicly declared his can- 
aidacy. 

Under these circumstances, it was reason- 
able to suppose that Major Bacon would have 
something to say, and as other gentlemen 
were to be sought on the same errand, we did 
not hesitate to send areporter tohim. The 
reporter certainly carried out his instructions. 
How many times he called upon Major Bacon 
we did not inquire, but when he returned he 
had in his possession an interview in the 
handwriting of Major Bacon. We could have 
no better mark of authenticity tban this. 
Major Bacon’sinterview was duly put in type 
and the manuscript returned to him. If it 
contained any errors no complaint has been 
made to us. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Macon and Augusta both need and for 
years have tried toinduce congress to give 
them public buildings. This action, or 
rather want of action, certainly could not 
have been based upon the amount already 
expended in the state. Up tothe beginning 
of the present fiscal year from the foundation 
of the government there had been expended 
for public buildings in the state just 
$498,648.21! In new and thinly populated 
Nebraska there had been expended 
$624,607; in the interior state of Indiana, 
$779,057; in far away Oregon, $565,983; in for- 
tunate Tennessee, $1,129,044; in South Caro- 
lina, $3,386,883; and in New York, $14,314,656. 
Out of appropriations for public buildings 
that aggregate $83,404,221, the old state of 
Georgia; one'of the original thirteen and hay- 
ing a long coast line, received the benefit of 
just $498,648.21! We have been heavily tax: 
ed, in other words, for the erection of build- 
ings to the value of $83,000,000, and have got 
in return less than half a million. One- 
thirtieth of the population of the country lives 
in Georgia, and on this basis and the extent 
of our coast line, there should have been ex- 
pended in the state about $3,000,000. Nor 
will itdo to say that the publie business in the 
state does not justify the erection of costly 
public buildings. There are scores of such 


buildings in the country that are not needed 


as much as a building in either Macon or Au- 
gusta would be. Brunswick is better entitle d 
toa fine custom house than many of the ports 
that have one. Justice has not been done, 
and we trust the fieorgia representatives in 
the next congress will see that the claims of 
Macon and Brunswick and Augusta are no 
longer left among the bills notreached or not 
acted upon. Nebraska and Minnesota should 
be compelled to wait until the appropria- 
tions for Georgia are brought up. 


*HOSTILITY’’' TO THE SOUTH. 

A correspondent, recalling the recent pro- 
test of THE CoNSTITUTION against the southern 
habit of flinching and squealing at every un- 
favorable or unjust criticism made in the 
northern press or by northern correspon- 
dents, asks our attention toa column. article 
in the New Orleans Times-Democrat, relating 
to the New York Sun and its 
traveling correspondent, Mr. Frank Wilke- 
son.

This gives us an opportunity to drive home 
the moral which we endeavored to draw in 
the editorial to which our correspondent al- 
ludes. That is to say, neither the readers of 
THE CONSTITUTION nor any other portion of 
our population care whether the Sun is ‘‘hos- 
tile’ to the south or not, or whether its cor- 
respondent is armed with prejudice. The 
southern press isin the habit of fretting it- 
self liberally over such things, but the peo- 
ple care nothing about-'them. For our part, 
wé do not believe the Sun is ‘hostile’ to the 
south. It would bea ridiculous position for 
any newspaper to place itself in; but, ad- 
mitting forthe sake of argument, that the 
hostility exists—what difference does it make 
to anybody on earth? 


TiGHT MONEY. 

There is a scarcity of loanable funds in New 
York, and merchants particularly have diffi- 
culty in getting loans. The banks prefer to 
lend their money upon collaterals to brokers, 
rather than upon names that may prove un- 
safe in such times as these. That there is any 
real scareity of money throughout the coun- 
try isimpossible. When the old world is 
sending us gold, and when issues of bank 
notes, and of gold and silver certificates are 
unlimited, and so for that matter is the coin- 
age of gold and silver, there 
can be no lack gf money that the 
country can really take. There may be a 
want of collaterals, or rather an unequal 
distribution of this useful article, but money 
cannot well become scarce for any considera- 
ble period. Ourcurrency ig now elastic to 
the last degree, and we can have just as much 
money as we @re entitiéd to, If we are poor, 
we cannot have cheap money, butas a peo- 
ple we are not poor, and there must soon be 
money enough in New York as well as 
elsewhere. This will probably be the case after 
the Ist of April, when large sums of interest 
are to be disbursed, 

But this stringency-is not altogether a mat- 


tgrof manipulation. It is in part one of the 


effects of excessive taxation. ‘‘Money,”’ 
says President George I. Seney, of the Metro- 
politgn bank, “is going into the treasury 
much faster than itis coming out.’ lresi- 
dent Baldwin, of-the Fourth National bank, 
says: “The peyment of fluties and taxes is 


had the right to make an announcement, or taking ir

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nto the treasury about $1,000,000 
drawn almost entirely from the 
New York city banks,’’. As the stringency 
was created in part by excessive taxation 
there are those who say that Setretary 
Folger should prepay at once the 
$15,000,000 embraced in his bond call due 
May 1, with interest in full to the date 
of maturity. The belief is that such a step 
would unlock $5,000,000, which sum, together 
with the gold coming from Europe, would 
give the market relief until the April interest 
becomes due and money begins to flow to- 
wards New York from the west. The inter- 
ference of the general government in such 
matters is generally to be regretted, but as 
the stringency is partially chargeable to un- 
wise legislation, and as the scarcity of money 
may be of considerable duration if left to 
natural causes, perhaps we could stand a mild 
dose of paternalism without complaint. 


ATTEMPTING TO MISLEAD THE PEOPLE. 

There isa small clique of men in this state 
that has been working for two years or more 
to putone manin the gubernatorial chair, 
and by peculiar tactics, 

They fight with sinister methods. Instead 
of putting their man before the people in a 
frank and manly way and fetting him stand 
on his merits, they hold him in the back- 
ground and denounce the man who seems 
likeliest to beat him. Their favorite basis of 
abase is to charge the man who opposes their 
candidate with being the tool of an alleged 
“ring” that is said to exist in Atlanta. 

No matter who the man is—how high his 
character, or how perfect his independence— 
the moment he becomes a leading candidate, 
that moment they denounce him as a ‘‘tool” 
of the alleged ‘“‘ring.’’ Last year it was Mr. 
Stephens they denounced. And without 
mercy did they embitter the last years of that 
great old man’s life, as they alleged because 
of a ‘‘trade.’”’ He never made any trade and 
was never asked to make one. Now, itis 
Governor Boynton, who they claim is being 
run by the Atlanta ring. If McDaniel comes 
to the front in the race—or Lester, as either 
seems likely to do—against the eanaidate of 
this clique, then it will be Lester or McDan- 
iel that is the candidate of the ‘‘Atlanta 
ring.”’ Whoeverseems likeliest to beat their 
man is the candidate of the ‘‘ring.’’ As long 
as Boynton is in the lead there are praises for 
Lester or McDaniel or whoever else will help 
to break him down in the interest of the 
clique candidate. Let one of them come to 
the front and the praises cease and he becomes 
the ‘‘tool”’ of the “‘ring.”’ 

The people can’t be fooled by this sort of 
stuff. They see where the real ‘‘ring”’ is and 
what itis trying to do. As for Governor 
Boynton, he isin no sense tne candidate of 
any “‘ring,’’ alleged or real, that we know of, 
He seenis to be largely the choice of the peo- 
ple of Atlanta asof many other communi- 
ties. Whether Senator Colquittsupports him 
or not, the writer does not know and does not 
seek to know. Governor Boynton voted against 
Governor Brown when the latter was elected 
senator—and the senator was openly against 
Mr. Boynton last winter in the race for the 
presidency, and has since said he will take no 
part in the present campaign. 

As for Tur Constitution it has absolutely 
no preference in the matter. Ifthereare any 
men in the race against whom it ever hada 
grievance that grievance has been settled to 
its perfect satisfaction. Out of halfsdozen 
men who are now gubernatorial possibilities 
it would not give a toss-up to beat or elect 
any one of them. There is no occasion for 
making a choice. There is no principle in- 
volved in the race and no reason why either 
man running should not be elected. If we 
find it proper or necessary to change this at- 
titude we shall speak in no uncertain tones. 
It is our ptrpose at present to simply 
record the progress of the canvass, and keep 
our readers informed of the true status of 
either candidate. That our columns hay2 
had more of Boynton in them than of Bacon 
or Lester or McDaniel is simply because the 
general drift, as every observant man must 
know, has been in the direction of Boynton. 
If this drift should change, the publie will 
catch the direction of the new current no- 
where so quickly asin our columns. In this 
campaign we aim to simply be a newspaper. 
Itis but justice to Governor Boynton that we 
should expose this attempt to mislead the 
people, and saddle upon him the antagonisms 
oi an influence the positive strength of which 
he does not command. 


A PUBLIC MARKET. 

As the weather becomes warmer the need 
of a public market will become more pressing. 
It is to be hoped that the need of such a mar- 
ket will at least become so pressing as to be 
apparent to every householder, who desires 
to live in a wholesome city and to convenient- 
ly purchase wholesome food at fair and just 
prices. A city that has stores in nearly every 
block in which meats and vegetables are ex- 
posed for sale, cannot be kept clean and whole- 
in hot weather. Meats and vegetables 
kept in small quantities, not subject to in- 
spection, and without the competition that 
close contact and contrast would excite, are 
not likely to be either good or cheap. The 
public convenience and the public health 
and the pockets of the heads of families, all 
demand the erection at the earliest possible 
moment of a central market. The chicken 
coops and stale vegetables that meet the eye 
at every turn, are a disgrace toa city of At- 
lanta’s size and ambitiou. There is not anoth 
er city of 59,000 people in the land that 
permits such things to be. Thereis not a 
city of Atlanta’s population which is without 
apublicmarket. And yet Atlanta is pecu- 
liarly adgpted to the use of one grand central 
and commodious market. Our numerous 
aorse-car lines would bring people from every 
ward right to its doors and take them back 
supplied with better articles of food than 
they had before been able to buy in the city. 
One market would be better thaa_ two, 
because if all meats and vegetables 
consumed in the city were kept in one build- 
}ing it would not take long to redeem tue 
city’s reputation as the worst place to do mar- 
keting in in the universe. The question 
really is too clear for argument. If the coun- 
cil can spare the money this year the market 
house should be erected at once, If it can 
not spare the money this year this fact should 
be stated and made plain. Al! can wait if 
circumstances compel it, but if the reverse 
is the case, we have certainly waited long 
enough,

NEW ENGLAND AGAINST THE SOUTH, 
rom the St. Louis Republican. 

The effort of the New Eagland manufacturers to 
meet the competition ofthe southern mills in the 
western and southwestern market, by a reduction 
of freight rates, is a significant indication that a 
loug expected revoluiion has ut last been fairly 
started. Itis easy to understand that the nearer 
the factory can be brought to the region from which 
its raw material comes, the cheaper will be the 
manufactured product, so thatit has been almost 
a certainty that the manufacture 
of cotton fabrics must in time . be 
transferred from New England to the 
south. Necessarily New England possesses at 
present advantagesin the matter of cheap and 
skilled labor, which counterbalance the advanta- 
ges of a location near to the cotton fields; but this 
is an advantage which will gradually be lost. Itis 
already found insufficient to weigh aguinst the 
saving of freightin many cases, aud the records of 
the Georgia factories show a margin of profit, with 
which none of the New England enterprises can 
make comparison. The demand made upon the 
tronk-line railways fora reduction of freights is an 
admission of alltnat has been claimed for tte 
southern factories, and, however loth the New 
Evgland manufacturers may be toadmit the f-ct, 
it marks the beginning of the end. They are mak- 
ing a hopeless etfort to block the current of the in- 
evitable and it will fail. The southern roads will 
be quick to meet any reduction of rates by the 
northern lines and the New England fact: ries will 
find in the end that, if they cannot manufacture as 
cheaply asthe southern factories, the right way and 
the only way to retain their vanishing trade is to 
remove to such a location as will enable them to 
curtail expenses. They can go to Georgia or the 
Carolinas, or they can do better still by coming to 
St. Louis. Hereisthe true seat of the cotton in- 
custries, and some day the manufacturers of New 
England will comprehend that they can only save 
themselves by transferring their mills to this city or 
the neighborhood, where they will be close to the 
greatcotton states of Arkansas and Texas, and in 
the very heart of the region of consumption. Why 
protract their fight against the inevitable?

The High Hate tor Money and the Large Faliures 
Discussed. 

New York, March 20.—Rigolo, in the Sun, says: 
“Considering the high rates for money, the general 
depression of business, the number of large failures 
which have recently taken piace, and of the still 
larger ones predicted for the immediate future, the 
stock market showed surprising steadiness during 
the past week; but everybody who has yet any in- 
tellectual eyesight leit is perfectly aware that this 
steadiness is purely artificial. The superhuman 
effurts of the loaded cliques have hung up the 
stock market like Mohbammed’s coffin. But their 
power has nothing of the indestructibility of natu- 
ral forces init. They have succeeded in keeping 
the coftin up solely by an unlimited buying of 
everything that was offered by the. discontevted, 
the embarrassed, aud the distrustful holders. Their 
ouly support came from speculative shurts whom 
for the iast mouth or two they squeezed once or 
twice a week, thus getting rid of perhaps one tenth of 
their supporting pi rchases, But nine-tentbs of the 
stuff remained on iheir hands, and had to be added 
to the originalload. The men at the head of this 
sustaining movement are very rich, but all theircom- 
bined wealth is of but litle avail when it comes to 
the handling of a market which embraces thousands 
of millions’ worth of securities. Very rich men 
tried to sustain the nfarket in 1873, but prices fell 
40 per cent, the moment the cliques were com- 
pelled tosell. Yet the market ten years ago re- 
quired barely one-tenth of the money it requires 
now. The amount of securitics added to the list in 
1882 alone was $354,000,00 . to which $125,000,000 
have already been added in the ten weeks of this 
year; aud thiscrazy overproduction of chromos has 
beeu going on for several years. Where is the 
money to come from tocarry this terrible loud? 

An old couservative banker, discussing the situa- 
tion the other evening, said: ‘‘I greatly regret that 
lassisied last yearthe passage of Kiernan’s bill to 
repeal the usury law. The practical effect of that 
bill isto protect the stock specujator and to ruin 
the merchant. The banksnaturally prefer lending 
money on call tolending it en time. Credit is 
therefore rcfused to the merchant, while the stock 
jouber is accommodated. Buteven ifloansare not 
refused 10;the merchant, he can’t well afford, 
for his credit’s sake, to pay a discount of iwelve or 
fifieen per cent upon his notes; while a stock 
gamvler does notcarea pia how much is charged 
him for amomentary accommodation. Why, don’t 
they charge eacth other there sometimes as much as 
oue per cent a day for the loan of astock’? Yet the 
mouey isreadily paid aud everybody laughs. They 
seem io think thatit’s funny.’’ 

Au old merchant aud manufacturer, whose name 
isas well known on this Continent as that of A. T. 
Stewart or Tiffany, and who has passed through the 
panics of 1837, 1857 and 1873, was present at the con- 
versation, and fullyconfirmed these views.

rrom the Rome, Ga, 
Cherokee, or north Georgia; with its rich 
fields and valleys, with Rome as its largest 
aud most important market centre, has in 
the past few years made giant strides towards 
the goal which has ever since the war seemed 
almost in sightand yetso difficult of attain- 
ment.

And so it went 
oL, Season after season, leaving them actual!- 
ly poorer and poorer each succeeding year. ; 
Now, what was the cause ofall this? Itisa 
question very easily answered, and tauat in 
two words: Cottonand guano, The poor, 
worn-out soil was planted in cotton every 
spring—as it had been for yeara—and, think- 
ing tolimprove the land and increase the quanti 
and value of the staple, guano was bougnt in 
large quantities and at the ‘most ruinous 
prices, on cre‘lit, of course, and then when 
the crop Was ready sormarket what did they 
receive forit? Tne merest trifle, considering 
the time and labor expended. Then, further, 
while the hard worked farwer was cultivating 
his cotvon fields he, in almost every instance, 
raised no hogs, no wheat or corn (to speak of) 
and was forced to buy everything to eat—on 
credit. Now this has experienced a radical 
change. Farmers have begun to see the turne 
reason of the poverty inthe country. They 
have, all over this section of country, almost 
entirely stopped buying guano, they have 
found that, besides being expensive, it is an 
ipjury to the land in- many instances, and 
they make and use compost of home manu- 
facture. Then the broadcast planting of cot- 
ton has stopped. Wheat, cornand oats are 
yanted, sufficient for their home needs, and 
hay is raised by one andall. This change has 
taken place within the last two years and it 
has proved to be a most beneficialone. Far. 
mers, almost without exception, are out of

THE DELAYED CASH. 
A Talk With Governer Boynton on the Trezevant 
Claim. 

The report that the comptroller of the treasury 
had objected to the paymexst of the Trezevant 
claim has created some apprehension that the state 
may not get the $35,55.555 even after congress has 
decided it to be due her. This sum was expended 
by Georgia in the common defense of the country 
one hundred and six yearsago. Only the principal 
was declared due, interest being disallowed. There 
is really no reason to apprehend that the state 
will be cheated out of its dues by any 
captious objection of the comptroller. Asa matter 
of fact Comptroller Lawrence has made no decision 
on the case as yet. Mr. Green, of Milledgeville, the 
agent of the state for prosecuuon of the claim, soon 
after cougress adjourued Was about.to preseut the 
claim for payment, but he heard thaf the comp- 
tro.ler of the treasury bad expressed the opinion 
that the claim ought to be credited on an alleded 
claim of the goverument. This1-tterclaim is based 
on the tax 01 10 percent levied by the general govrn- 
ment ou the land o; the states then in armed op- 
position to the government. As Mr. Green auti i- 
pated some difficulty with the comptroller he did 
not present the Trezevant claim. perferring to pave 
the way fur its successful passage through «he de- 
partment.

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‘GEORGIA SCHOOLS. 


WHAT COMMISSIONER ORR SAYS 
OF THEM. 


— 


An Interesting Talk on the Past, Present and Fut. 
ure of the Public Schools of thé Stete—What 
He Has to Say of His Pians for the Fucure 
Management of the Schools, Etc. 


“Georgia truly déserves the name of the empire 
State of the south on account of her general pros- 
perity, but figures easily show that she is far behind 
weaker states in her financial provision for the ed 
ucation of her children.”’ 

Such was the remark heard yesterday by a repor- 
ter of Tur CONsTITUTION from the lips of our state 
school commissioner, Dr. Orr, as he opened the 
door of the commissioner’s Office. 

‘‘And what is it, doctor, that calls forth such an 
expression of vpinion? the reporter asked. 

“It can hardly be called an opinion,’’ said he. 
‘It is positive knowledge and is susceptible of math- 
ematical demonstration. The immediate occa- 
sion of my remark was the circular that I hold in 
my hand, which contains answers from Hon. Jo- 
seph Shattuck, state school superintendent of Col- 
orado, to several questions that I propounded to 


him, in common with all the state superintend- 
euts. Hesays thatin 1882, there was raised by tax- 
ation, in the state of Colorado, for school purposes, 
the sum of $3 51200 and that the entire 
school population of the state is 49,208. Georgia's 
entire fund last year was, in round numbers, $580,- 
0.00, and her population, as taken last year, was 
496.773. Colorado raised a fund of $8.87 for each 
child, while our fund paid a little more than $la 
head. Thatlooksa little like we were behind 
Colorado at any rate.”’ 

‘‘Ilow was this money rais@@ in Colorado?”’ 

“By a direct property tax on the plan of local 
taxation, a metnod frum which we are virtually 
shut off by ourstate constitution’ The statistics 
from the other states nearly all show the same sort 
of comparison with Georgia, even though they are 
as weak financiaily and numerically as Colorado.”’ 

‘How about the southern states, doctor?’ 

‘‘T hold in my hand,"’ said he, picking upa bun- 
dle of papers, ‘‘reports from five southern states. 
These are all, exceptone, that I have received so 
far. They are West Virginia, Virginia, North Car- 
olina, South Carolina and Alabama. I havealsoa 
report from Mississippi, butin such shape that I 
cannot make this comparison. Georgia is behind ey- 
ery one of these five states in the amount of money 
that she spends yearly on her schools. These re- 
ports are in writing, signed by the state superia- 
tendents, and there can be no mistake. Of these 
five West Virginia pays the largest sum annually 
per capita,and Alebama comes nearest down to 
Georgia’slevel. Virginia hasa fund of more than 
a million dollars. Understand me. I donot mean 
to say that the absolute school fund of these states 
's in every case, greater than that of Georgia, but 
that they pay more per head on school population. 
Of course these are unpleasant facts, but it is time 
the people knew them,”’ 

“But how does the 
states compare with that of Georgla? 
are vetter able to support schools than we are.’ 

“IT putthat question also to these gentlemen. 
They all, except the superintendent of Virginia, 
give the éntire taxable property of their states. 
Georvia’s taxable property is two hundred and sev- 
euty millions, and each one of the four states 
named is worth at least one hundred million dol- 
lars less.’’ 

“Phen how is it, doctor, that the reputation of 
our public schools is§so great in other states?”’ 

‘“‘l ascribe it to the excellence of our school laws, 
to the thoronghand capable administration of those 
laws on the part of the of}cials generally, and toour 
steady increase in the amount of work done. 
Then, too, we have, from time to time, made sume 
small additions to our fund; and we undoubtedly 
have as well sustained schools in our cilies as any- 
one could wish.’’ 

‘“‘What is there before the legislature that looks 
toward raising the position of the state in this 
scale ?’’ 

‘‘Notably two bills, one of which proposes a direct 
property tax and the other appropriates to schools 
the remaining balf rental of the Western and At- 
lanticjrailroad. 1 have prepared, at great expense 
of time and lavor, a circular which will show ex- 
actly what will be realized for each county on the 
passage of either or both of these bills, what length 
of timein either event each county will be a le to 
maintain schools and how-much will be realized in 
either case per Capita in each county,’’ 

‘How will the money be paid ont if these bil:s 
pase?’ 

“The bill providing fora propertv tax proposes 
that every county and every city, when there Is a 
local school system, shall get the benefit of all the 
money which may be raised irf such county or city 
under the bill. All will be paid over to the proper 
schoo! officer and all will be spent where it is raised. 
If the bill appropriating the other half rental of the 
Western aud Atlantic railroad should pass, the 
money would beapportioned to the counties and 
cities on the basis of school population just as 
money paid direct from the stale. treasury is now 
disbursed.*’ 

“Tell me something of the first bill.’’ 

“Well, you see here thatit consists of three sec- 
tions, the two latter being mainly taken up with 
the provision | mentioned just now for a local dis- 
bursem+ nt of the fund, and also providing that the 
tax be asessed and collected annually. The 
first section, as you see, is the soul of the 
whole thing, It provides that, to quote literaliy, 
‘for the support of common scboolsan annual tax 
of one teuth of one percent is hereby imposed on 
the taxable property of this state. If this bill 
should pass our school fund would be increased to 
$700,119.04.’ 

‘ How would the people take this additional bur- 
den’”’ 

‘Ithink the people are ready for it. This tax 
would increase our revenues and of course effi- 
ciency by one-half and would yet fall very slightly 
on those who pay it. To illustrate, a man who 
ownsa hundred dollars worih of property would 
pay ten cents, one who is worth a thousand dollars 
wouid have to pagone dollar, one who is worth ten 
thousand would be calledon forten dollars and it 
would take a hundred thousand dollars worth of 
property to run a man's tax upto ene hundred dol 
Jars. The greatmass of the people are worth per- 
haps less than one thousand dollars and so would 
pay less than one doilar. Besides a school tax is 


taxable property of these 
Perhaps they 


the most economical of all taxes. To illus- 
trate from my owl case l have 
lived in Atlanta and sent at least two chil- 


dren to the public schools every year for ten years. 
During that time I have annually paid tax on 
about three thousand dollars worth of property. 
This amounted to about seventy dollars each year 
for all purposes, state, city and county. During one 
year 1 sent one son to a private school and paid 
eighty dollars for his tuition. Thus the tuition of 
one child in a private school amounted to more 
than the education of two children in a public 
school and my portion of the entire bu:den of 
state, city and county government, and these pnb- 
lic schools were nine to ten months schools. The 
burden on the individual is so small that Iam sure 
all would rejoice at the passage of this bill. The 
other bill merely adds to the school fund the re- 
mainder of what is realized from the rental of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, half of which rental 
is already school money. This bill would add toour 
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revenues one hundred and “*fifty thousand 
doliars. If this bill should become a 
law our entire fund would be about 
six hundred thousand dollars. This and 


the seven hundred thousand I mentioned just now 
are exclusive of what is raised by the local school 
governments. If both bills pass our fund will be 
$850.1 9.09,”’ 

“What would some county, say Fulton, get under 
these bills?”’ 

‘‘Here we would have a separation of the pro- 
ceeds, The city schoo.s of Atlanta are distinct from 
those for Fulton county Atlanta would receive 
evuough to make her entire sehool income from the 
state amount to $32,196.23. She would have to levy 
only a small municipal school tax to run her 
schools the whole vear. The county, outside the 
city, would get $6,752.77, which wouid run schools 
free for four months and a half.’’ 

‘ How long would tris fund keep up schools gen- 
erally?’ 

‘ some counties won'd profit more and others less 
by these measures. In many counties there would 
be a sufficient fund to keep schools in operation six 
months. The majority of the counties could run 
schools abseiutely free for more than four months 


Some could go as high as nine montds. This 
difference arises from the difference in the 
value of the property and the number 


of the children in the various counjies.”’ 

“Will there be any other measurts of importance 
before the legislature ’?’’ 

“Yes, there is one other | would like for you to 
mention—oue that 1 have published in anether cir- 
cular with my views as to its feasibility. A bill was 
introduced iuto the house last fall providing for the 
establishment ofanormal school at Milledgeville 
for the purpose Of supplying our public sehoois with 
competent teachers.’’ , 

“What good would result fiomsuch a school?’ 

“It would be au incalculable benetit to our pub 
lic school system. The normal school is to the 
teacher what the law school is to the lawyer or the 
medical college tu the doctor. There are hundreds 
of persons of both sexes who are now teaching in 
our public schools whiose work would be worth 
ten times asimu hifthey bad been trained to it. 
This normal school will supply those intending to 
become teachers in the common echools with a 


knowledge of what ihey are to teach aud how to 
teach it, the latter being the main 
object. Good normal instruction is. one 


of the greatest of all the wauts of our public schools. 
We havein the country schools so few trained 
teachers that there may be said to be none at all.’”’

RATES ON BRICK. 


Leekett A Co. Appear Hefore the Rallroad Commiasion 
and Ask a Keduction. 


The railroad commission met yesterday at ten 
o'clock. Ex-Governor Smith, the chairmar of the 
commission, was present and presided. Commis- 
sioners Wallace and Trammell were also present, 
and Secretary Bacon was in his accustom:d ) 

; ; ‘ustom: d place. 
Captain J. W. English, of the firm of 
B. G. Lockett & Co., brick 
and Colonels Johnston and Foreacre, of the Georgia 
Pacific railroad, and Mr. Joseph M. Brown, genera’ 
freight agentof the Westernand Atlantic railroad 
were also present. The secretary read a complaint 
made by B G., Lockett & Co., stating that the 
present rate on bricks, which is $1.25 for 20,000 
pounds, or $6 37)¢ per car load of 5,000 brick, 
charged by the G: orgia Pacific railroad from the 
Chattahoochee river bridge to Atlanta and that of 


$5.10 per car on coal from At- 
lanta . to the brick yard was too 
great. Chairman Smith then requested Captain 


English to make any statement he might choose to. 
Captain English then said that he had been en- 
gaged for some time in making between eighty and 
one huodred thousand brick daily, all of which 
with very few exceptions, were transported over 
the (reorgia Pacific railroad to Atlanta. That he 
had increased his capacity And was ready to 
make 140,000 brick per. day. He stated that the 
rates were too high for him to make any money, 
and also that the Georgia Pacific railroad hud dis- 
criminated in its rates. He then presented rates 
from the West rn and Atlantic railroaa on brick 
golvg northward— six thousand brick to the car at 
our dollars from Atlanta to Boltou, which is the 
same distance as it is to his brickyard, pame- 
ly eight miles, He was then asked 
what the commissioners’ maximum rate was, and 
Stated that it was five dollars for twenty thousand 
pounds, aud thatthe Georgia Pacific had given 
iim a rate of $4.25 on the assurance tbat he could 
not successfully compete for business unless the 
rate Was made low. Mr. Brown then stated that 
the rate quoted as the Western and Atlantic rate to 
Bolton was for Mimmer transportation and not 
winter, and was given to load back empty Green 
Liuecars. Captain English then stated that he 
now paid on brick coming through $6.3734 per car, 
which added to the local rates on most of the 
roa s, prevented his doing much busimss to 
through pviats in Georgia and beyond, although 
he had shipped some to Florida and some to Bruns- 
wick. He had also sent sume to Tennessee. 
In those cases he had been able 
to et a low enough rate to com- 
pete With the :brickmakers near those points. Col- 
onel Johnson, vice-president of the Georgia Pacific 
railroad, stated that the stem or branch roud run- 
ning from the Georgia Pacific down to Lockett’s 
brickyard was on a grade of °!1°2 feet to the mile, 
and that the main track at the swiich was on a52 
feet grade. That he preferred to haul a carload of 
brick 30 miles on his main track togoing down into 
the brickyard and thauiing from there, as he could 
ouly bring up six cars at a time and was then re- 
quired to make another shift. He stated that he had 
reduced the rate on 20,000 pounds of brick to $4.25, 
which was 75 cents less than the com- 
mission allowed. He stated furthermore 
that be did not consider that any lower rate than 
the present would justify his road in hauling these 
brick. He stated that Lockett & Co., had paid a 
past of the expense of buildiug.the stem road. 
Captain English stated that Lockett protested 
against putting the side track in on such a grade, 
and sugested thatit be putelsewhere. But that the 
engineer of the Georgia Facific road said that he 
could haul out twelve or fifteen cars of brick with 
anengine upa grade which he adopied. Conse- 
quently he asked that the commission not take into 
consideration the question relative to the present 
grade as a much more suitable line couid have 


been found with very litidle difference in the 
length O the track required to 
reach the yard. He further stated that 


by putting his entire sidetrack beck of his kilus he 
could use cars duubly as fast as he does now, and 
if he could get sufficiently low rates to compete 
with foreigu markets he would increese even the 
ore sent Capecity. Mr. Johnston stated that Captain 
toglish had come two him early in February for a 
reduction on brick and that he had told him that 
he did not think it possible to reduce the local rate 
from the yard tv AUanta on brick for Atlauta con 
sumption, but so soon as he uad time he would look 


into the rate on through business and thonght 
possible he would yeduce that. He 
therefore thought that Captain English, 


should ha‘e wafted untii the matter was fully ex- 
amined. Colonel Foreacre then snowed a profile 
of the brickyard and the side track together with 
the main track Of the Georgia Pacific aud the Chat- 
tapoochee river bridge. He explained how cars 
are switched into the track of tue brickyard. He 
explained the grade and said that an en- 
gine only brought up six ears of brick 
at a time on such 4 grade 
Captain English then raised the question that ou a 
portion of tre road 24,000 pounds constituted a car 
load while on this part 20,000 pounds wascalled a 
car load. Colonel Foreacre then explained that 
the Alabama commission allowed 24.000 pounds as 
a car load, while the Georgia co. mission consider. 
20,00u pounds a car load, except for lumber, which 
is 22,500, aud therefore there Was 
discrimination in that respect 
ou different portions of the line of the road because 
the rates were made in accurdance with the laws of 
the different states. Captain English then stated 
that he loaded back the coal cars after emptying 
them at the yvare, and that amounted to about four 
cars per day. The question of the detention of 
cars being brought up, it seemed to 
be considered by Captain English that on account 
of the very short sidetrack in Atlanta he Was only 
able to unload about six cars per day, but that if 
the railroad would make a louger siding he could 
unload every ear that was broughtin daijy. Colo- 
nel Foreacre stated that the great pressure of work 
on them had prevented their making a lengthier 


siding. Colonel Johnston siated that the West- 
er! and Atlantic railroad trausferred 
all the cars which they broughtin that were in- 


tenced to go to. points exvept on the East Tennes- 
see, Virgiuia and Georgia free, aud on that road it 
Charged two dollars per car rhe question of 
trausfer Was waived by Captain Euglisu so no fur- 
ther discussion ou that subject took place. Cap- 
tain English then presented rates ou the Kast Teno’ 
nessee, Virgitia and Gvorgia road allowing six 
thousavud brick per car which he said 
wouid take effect yesterday. At the final closing of 
the discussion, Colonel Johuson stated that the road 
could not haul brick at less than. What it is now 
handiiug them without loss to the Ccompauy. 
lain Euglish stated that if such was the case he 
would atouce withdraw alt complaint as to the 
rates, for he did not desire anyoue to lose money by 
him, but he would have to stop operations at his 
brickyard. That the question was simply one of 
money aud he did not wautanycody to work for 
nothing. Ifthe rates were adjusted, however, to 
suit bis views, he proposed tw increase—even if 


necessary tou double the present capacity for mak- 
ing brick. 

Lockett & Co's brick are being used en- 
tirely in Atlanta for paving the sidewalks. The 


work is done by convict labour entirely. The brick 
weigh five pounds each and are put under the 
heaviest pressure of any brick in this section. 
ihey are dried. by a process patented by Colonel 
Lockett. The discussion wil) be continued before 
the conimission at uine o'clock this morniug, aud as 
soon as possible thereafter the decision will be ren- 
dered.

A Talk With Governer Boynton on the Trezevant 
Claim. 

The report that the comptroller of the treasury 
had objected to the payment of the Trezevant 
claim has created some apprehension that the state 
may not get the $35,55.555 even after congress has 
decided it to be due her. This sum was expended 
by Georgia in the common defense of the country 
one hundred and six yearsago. Only the principal 
was declared due, interest being disallowed. There 
is really no reason to apprehend that the state 
will be cheated out of its dues by any 
captious objection of the comptroller. Asa matter 
of fact Comptroller Lawrence has made no decision 
on the case as yet. Mr. Green, of Milledgeville, the 
agent of the state for prosecuuon of the claim, soon 
after congress adjourued was about.to present the 
claim for payment, but he heard thaf the comp- 
tro:ler of the treasury had expressed the opinion 
that the claim ought to be credited on an alleded 
claim of the government. This 1-tterclaim is based 
on the tax oi 1U per cent levied by the general govrn- 
menton the land o: the states Uien in armed op- 
position tu the government.

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‘GEORGIA SCHOOLS. — 


WHAT COMMISSIONER ORR SAYS 
OF THEM. 


ee RENE Ti meee OF 


An Interesting Talk on the Past, Present and Fut. 
ure of the Public Schools of thé Stete—What 
He Has to Say of Hie Pians for the Fucure 
Management of the Schools, Bic. 


“Georgia truly déserves the name of the empire 
state of the south on account of her general pros- 
perity, but figures easily show that she is far behind 
weaker states in her financial provision for the ed 
ucation of her children."’ 

Such was the remark heard yesterday by a repor- 
ter of Tue Constitution from the lipsof our state 
school commissioner, Dr. Orr, as he opened the 
door of the commissioner's office. 

‘“‘And what is it, doctor, that calls forth such an 
expression of upinion? the reporter asked. 

“It can hardly be called an opinion,’’ said he. 
‘Tt is positive knowledge and is susceptible of math- 
ematical demonstration. The immediate occa- 
sion of my remark was the circular that I hold in 
my hand, which contains answers from Hon. Jo- 
seph Shattuck, state school superintendent of Col- 
orado, to several questions that I propounded to 


him, in.common with all the state superintend- 
ents. He says thatin 1882, there was raised by tax- 
ation, in the state of Colorado, for school purposes, 
the sum of $3 .512.00 and that the entire 
school population of the state is 19,208. Georgia's 
entire tund last year was, in round numbers, $580,- 
0ro.00, and her population, as taken last year, was 
496,773. Colorado raised a fund of $8.87 for each 
child, while our fund paid a little more than $la 
head. Thatlooksa little like we were behind 
Colorado at any rate.”’ 

‘How was this money rais@@ in Colorado?’’ 

“By a direct property tax on the plan of local 
taxation, a snaivon from which we are virtually 
shut off by ourstate constitution’ The statistics 
from the other states nearly all show the same sort 
of comparison with Georgia, even though they are 
as weak financiaily and numerically as Colorado.’’ 

“How about the southern states, doctor?’ 

“T hold in my hand,’’ said he, picking upa bun- 
dle of papers, ‘‘reports from five southern states. 
These are all, exceptone, that I have received so 
far. They are West Virginia, Virginia, North Car- 
olina, South Carolina and Alabama. I have alsoa 
report from Mississippi, butin such shape that I 
cannot make this comparison. Georgia is behind ey- 
ery one of these five states in the amount of money 
that she spends yearly on her schools, These re- 
ports are in writing, signed by the state superia- 
tendents, and there can be no mistake. Of these 
five West Virginia pays the largest sum annually 
per capita,and Alebama comes nearest down to 
Georgia’slevel. Virginia hasa fand of more than 
a million dollars. Understand me. I donot mean 
to say that the absolute school fund of these states 
's, in every case, greater than that of Georgia, but 
that they pay more per head on school population. 
Of course these are unpleasant facts, but it istime 
the people knew them,’’ 

‘But how does the taxable 
states compare with that of Georgla” 
are vetter able to support schools than we are.’ 

“IT put that question also to these gentlemen. 
They all, except the superintendent of Virginia, 
give the entire taxable property of their states. 
Georvia’s taxable property is two hundred and sev- 
euty millions, and vach one of the four states 
named is worth at least one hundred million dol- 
ars less.’’ 

“Phen how isit, doctor, that the reputation of 
our public schools is§so great in other states?”’ 

‘‘l ascribe it to the excellence of our school laws, 
to the thorough and capable administration of those 
laws on the part of the offcialsgenerally, and toour 
steady increase in the amount of work done. 
Then, too, we have, from time to time, made sume 
small additions to our fund; and we undoubtedly 
have as well sustained schoolsin our cities as any- 
one could wish.”’ 

‘‘Whatis there before the legislature that looks 
toward raising the position of the state in this 
scale ?’’ : 

‘‘Notably two bills, one of which proposes a direct 
property tax and the other appropriates to schools 
the remaining balf rental of the Western and At- 
lanticjrailroad. 1 have prepared, at great expense 
of time and lapor, a circular which will show ex- 
actly what will be realized for each county on the 
passage of eitber or both of these bills, what length 
of timein either event each county will be a le to 
maintain schools and how-much will be realizedin 
either case per Capita in each county,’’ 

‘‘How will the money be paid ont if these bil’s 
pase?’ 

“The bili providing for a’ property tax proposes 
that every county and every city, when there is a 
local school system, shall get the benefit of all the 
money which may be raised itf?such county or city

under the hill. 
school officer and all will be spent where it is raised. 
If the bill appropriating the other half rental of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad should pass, the 
money would beapporuioned to the counties and 
cities on the basis of school population just as 
money paid direct from the State treasury is now 
disbursed.”’ 

‘Tell me something of the first bill.’’ 

“Well, you see here thatit consists of three sec- 
tions, the two latter being mainly taken up with 
the provision I mentioneu just now for a local dis- 
bursem+ nt of the fund, and also providing that the 
tax be asessed and collected annually. The 
first section, as you see, is the soni of the 
whole thing. It provides that, to quote literally, 
‘for the support of common schoolsan annual tax 
of one teuth of one percentis hereby imposed on 
the taxable property of this state. If this bili 
should pass our school fund would be increased to 
$700,119.04."" 

‘ How would the people take this additional bur- 
den*”’ 

‘Ithink the people are ready for it. This tax 
would ipcrease our revenues and Of course efli- 
ciency by one-half and would yet fall very slightly 
on those who pay it. To illustrate, a man who 
ownsa hundred dollars worth of property would 
pay ten cents, one who is worth a thousand dollars 
wouid have to pagone dollar, one who is worth ten 
thousaud would be calledon forten dollars and it 
would take a hundred thousand dollars worth of 
property to run a man’s tax upto one hundred dol 
Jars. The greatmass of the people are worth per- 
haps less than one thousand dollars and so would 
pay less than one doilar. Besides a school tax is 


the most economical of all taxes. To  illus- 
trate from my owl case I have 
lived in Atlanta and sent at least two chil- 


dren to the public schools every year for ten years, 
During that time I have annually paid tax on 
about three thousand dollars worth of property. 
This amounted to about seventy dollars each year 
for all purposes, state, city and county. During oue 
year l sent one son to a private school and paid 
eighty dollars gor his tuition. Thus the tuition of 
one child in a private school amounted to more 
than the education of two children in a public 
school and my portion of the entire bu:den of 
state, city and county government, and these pub- 
lic schools were nine tou ten months schools. The 
burden on the individual is so small that I am sure 
all would rejoice at the passage of this bill. The 
other bill merely adds to the school fund the re- 
mainder of what is realized from the rental of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, half of which rental 
is already school money. This bill would add toour 


revenues one hundred and “(fifty thousand 
doliars. If this bill should become a 
law our entire fund would be about 
six hundred thousand = dollars. This and 


the sever hundred thousand I mentioned just now 
are exc)usive of what is raised by the local school 
governments. If both bills pass our fund will be 
$850.1 9.09,"’ 

“What would some county, say Fulton, get under 
these bills’’’ 

‘‘Here we would have a separation of the pro- 
ceeds. The city schoo.s of Atlanta are distinct from 
those for Fulton county Atlanta would receive 
enough to make her entire s¢hool income from the 
state amount to $32,196.28. She would have to levy 
only a small municipal school tax to run her 
schools the whole vear. The county; outside the 
city, would get $6,752.77, which wouid run schools 
free for four months and a half.’’ 

‘ How long would tris fund keep up schools gen- 
erally?’ 

‘ some counties wou'd profit more and others less 
by these measures. In many counties there would 
be a sufficient fund to keep schools in operation six 
months. The majority of the counties could run 
schools abseiutely free for more than four months 


Some could go as high as nine months. This 
difference arises from the difference in the 
value of the property and the number 
of the children in the various counjies.’’ 


‘Will there be any other measures of importance 
before the legisiavure’’’ 

“Yes, there is one other | would like for you to 
mention—oue that 1 have published in anether cir- 
cular with my views as to its feasibility. A bill was 
initroduced into the house last fall providing for the 
establishment ofauormal school at Milledgeville 
for the purpose Of supplying our public sehvois with 
competent teachers.’’ ‘ 

“What good would result fiomsuch a school?’ 

“It would be an incaiculable benetit to our pub 
lic s«ehool system. The normal school is to the 
teacher what the law school is to the lawyer or the 
medicai college to the doctor. There are huodreds 
of persons of both sexes who are now teaching:in 
our public schools whose work would be wotth 
ten times asinu hifthey bad been trained to it. 
This normal sehool will supply those intending to 
become teachers in the common schools with a 
knowledge of whatihey are to teach aud how to 
teach it, the latter being the main 
Good normal instruction is ‘one 
of the greatest of all the wauts of our public schools, 
We havein the country schools so few trained 
teachers that there may be said to be none at all.”’ 

Pa would tne schools be located at Milledge- 
ville?’ : 

“One good reason is that the necessary buildings 
and grounds are there already. The biil provides 
that the act ereating the branch college at Miiledge- 
ville be repeated and that the building: now ooen- 
pied by that college be used to accommodate the

RATES ON BRICK. 


Lockett 4 Co. Appear Before the Railroad Commission 
and Ask a Keduction. 


The railroad commission met yesterday at ten 
o'clock. Ex-Governor Smith, the chairman of the 
commission, Was present and presided. Commis- 
sioners Wallace and Trammell were also present, 
and Secretary Bacon was in his accustom:d 
; i 7 s place. 
Captain J. W, English, of the firm of 
B. G. Lockett & Co., brick makers 
and Colonels Johnston and Foreacre, of the Georgia 
Pacific railroad, and Mr. Joseph M. Brown, genera’ 
freight agentof the Westernand Atlantic railroad 
were also present. The secretary read a complaint 
made by B G. Lockett & Co., ‘stating that the 
presentrate on bricks, which is $1.25 for 20.000 
pounds, or %% 87> per car load of 5,000 brick, 
charged by the G: orgia Pacific railroad from the 
Chattahoochee river bridge to Atlanta and that of 


$5.10 per car on coal from At- 
lanta . to the brick yard was too 
great. Chairman Smith then’ requested Captain 


English to make any statement he might choose to. 
Captain Engiish then said that he had been en- 
gaged for some time in making between eighty and 
one hundred thousand brick daily, all of which 
with very few exceptions, were transported over 
the Georgia Pacific railroad to Atlanta. That he 
had increased his capacity And was ready to 
make 140,000 brick per day. He stated that the 
rates were too high for him to make any jnoney, 
and also that the Georgia Pacific railroad hud dis- 
criminated in its rates. He then presented rates 
from the West rn and Atlantic railroaa on brick 
oivg northward— six thousand brick to the car at 
our dollars from Atlanta to Bolton, which is the 
same distance as it is to his brickyard, tpame- 
ly eight miles, He was then asked 
what the commissioners’ maximum rate was, and 
stated that it was five dollars for twenty thousand 
gee Aud that the Georgia Pacific had given 
iim a rate of $4.25 on the assurance that he could 
not successfully compete for business unless the 
rate was made low. Mr. Brown then stated that 
the rate quoted as the Western and Atlantic rate to 
solton was for Simmer transportation and not 
winter, and was given toload back empty Green 
Liuecars. Captain English then stated that he 
now paid on brick coming through $6.3734’ per car, 
which added to the local rates on most of the 
roa .s, prevented his doing much business to 
through pviats in Georgia aud beyond, although 
he had shipped some to Florida and some to Bruns- 


wick. He had also sent some to Tennessee. 
In those cases he had been able 
to et a low enough rate to com- 


pete With the :brickmakers near those points. Col- 
onel Johnson, vice-president of the Georgia Pacific 
railroad, stated that the stem or branch road run- 
ning from the Georgia Pacific down to Lockett’s 
brickyard was on a grade of °132 feet to the mile, 
and that the main track at the swiich was on af2 
feet grade. That he preferred to haul a carload of 
brick 30 miles on his main track togoing down into 
the brickyard and ‘hauling from there, as he could 
ouly bring up six Cars at a time aid was then re- 
quired to make another shift. He stated that he had 
reduced the rate on 20,000 pounds of brick to $4.25, 
which was 75 cents less than the com- 
mission allowed. He stated furthermore 
that be did not consider that any lower rate than 
the present would justify his road in hauling these 
brick. He stated that Lockett & Co., had paid a 
part of the expense of buildiug. the stem road. 
Captain English stated that Lockett protested 
against putting the side track in on such a grade, 
and sog,.ested thatit be putelsewhere. But that the 
engineer of the Georgia VFacific road said that he 
could haul out twelve or fifteen cars of brick with 
anengine upa grade which he adopied. Conse- 
quenuy he asked that the commission not take into 
consideration the question relative to the present 
grade as a much more suitable line couid have 


been found with very litide difference in the 
length of the track required to 
reach the yard. He _ fwurither§ stated’ that 


by putting his entire sidetrack beck of his kilns he 
could use cars duubly as fast as he does now, and 
if he could get sufficiently low rates to compete 
with foreigu markets he would increase even the 
resent capecity. Mr. Johnston stated that Captain 
tpglish had come w him early in February for a 
reduction on brick and tbat he had told him that 
he did not think it args to reduce the local rate 
from the yard tv AUauta on brick for Atlanta con 
sumption, but so soon as he wad time he would look 
into the rate on through business and thought 
possi ble he would. reduce that. He 
therefore thought that Captain English, 
should ha‘e walted untii the matter was fully ex- 
amined. Colonel Foreacre then showed a profile 
of the brickyard and the side track together with 
the main track of the Georgia Pacitic aud the Chat- 
tapoochee river bridge. He explained how cars 
are switched into the track of tue brickyard. He 
explained the grade and said that an en- 
gine only brought up six cars of brick 
at a time on such 4 grade 
Captain English then raised the question thatonua 
portion of tre road 24,000 pounds constituted a car 
load while on this part 20,000 pounds wascalled a 
car load. Colovel Foreacre then explained that 
the Alabama commission allowed 24.000 pounds as 
a car load, while the Georgia comission consider. 
20,00U pounds a Car load, except for lumber, which 
is 22.500, and therefore there Was 
no discrimination in that respect 
ou different portions of the line of the road because 
the :utes were made in accurdance with the laws of 
the different states. Captain English then stated 
that he loaded back the coal cars after emptying 
them at the yare, and that amounted to about four 
Cars per day. The question of the detention of 
cars being brought up, it seemed to 
be considered by Captain English that on account 
of the very short sidetrack in AUlanta he was only 
able to unload about six cars per day, but thatif 
the railroad would make a louger siding he could 
unload every car that was broughtin daijy. Colo- 
nel Foreacre stated that the great pressure of work 
on them had prevented their making a lengthier 
siding. Colonel Johnston siated that the West- 
ern and” Atlantic railroad transferred 
ali the cars which they broughtin that were in- 
tended to go to points exvept on the East Pennes- 
see, Virgiuia and Georgia free, aud on that road it 
charged two dollars per car. The question of 
trausfer Was waived by Captain Euglisu so no fur- 
ther discussion ou that subject took place. Cap- 
tain English then presented rates ou the hast Ten’ 
nessee, Virginia and Gvorgia road allowing six 
thousand brick per car which he said 
wouid take effect yesterday. At the final closing of 
the discussion, Colonel Johuson stated that the road 
could uot haul brick at less than what it is now 
haudiivg them without loss to the company. Cap 
lain Euglish stated that if such was the Case he 
would atouece withdraw all complaint as to the 
rates, for he did not desire anyoue to jose money by 
him, but he would have to stop operations at his 
brickyard. That the question was simply one of 
money and he did not wauntanyrody to work for 
nothing. Ifthe rates were adjusted, however, to 
suit his views, he proposed two increuse—even if 
necessary tv double the present capacity for mak- 
ing brick. 

Lockett & Co's brick are being used en- 
tirely in Atlanta for paving the sidewalks. The 
work is done by convict labor entirely. The brick 
weigh five pounds each and are put under the 
heaviest pressure of any brick in this section. 
ihey are dried by a process pateuted by Colonel 
Lockett. The discussion wili be continued before 
the commission at uine o'clock this morniog, aud as 
soon 48 possible thereafter the decision witli be ren- 
dered.
